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Pupil ‘viciously attacked’

A 16-YEAR-OLD schoolboy is 
expected to make a full recovery 
- despite being stabbed in a 
‘vicious assault' near Leagrave 
Park. 

Bedfordshire Police was called to 
Sundon Park Road at 3.45pm on 
Tuesday to reports of a serious 
stabbing. 

Dozens of police cars attended 
the scene, which was next to the 
playing fields of Leagrave Park and 
Sundon Arch - the road’s junction 
with Toddington Road under the 
railway line. 

It later emerged the victim was a 
young schoolboy from nearby 
Lealands High School. 

The pupil was subsequently 
taken to hospital after the attack, 
where it is said he remains in a 
‘stable’ condition. 

A 15-year-old boy from Luton 
was arrested in connection with 
the incident and is currently on 
bail while further enquiries are 
carried out. 

Eyewitnesses took to social 


media to describe the scene, with 
police, forensics and the ambu¬ 
lance service all attending after 
the horrific knifing. 

Ahead of exam season, the news 
has come as a big shock to staff and 
pupils at the school. 

It is a community school with 
specialist Sports College status for 
11-16 year olds, and was last rated 
by Ofsted in 2013 as ‘good’ - but the 
‘behaviour and safety’ of its pupils 
was rated as ‘outstanding’. 

The news that one of its pupils 
had been attacked away from the 
safety of the school gates was of 
great concern to staff and students 
alike. 

John Burridge, the school’s head 
teacher, told Luton On Sunday , 
said: “There was an incident that 
happened on Tuesday evening at 
Leagrave Park where one of our 
students was viciously attacked, 
and he suffered serious injuries. 

“Fortunately they are not life 
threatening injuries and he is 
expected to make a full recovery. 

“We believe he is recovering well 
which we are all relieved to hear. 

“The whole school community 


has sent their best wishes to him 
and his parents.” Following the 
incident police quickly taped up 
the scene of the crime, while a 
guard remained in place until 
Wednesday while officers carried 
out further enquiries. 

Residents of the area have also 
expressed their horror at the 
attack. 

Taking to social media, Sam 
Shields said: “Thoughts go out to 
the boy and his family, how sad.” 

Jen O’Grady added: “This is scary, 
this happened right out the back of 
my old house! 

“I’m glad I’m not bringing my 
daughter up in that house with this 
sort of thing happening outside 
the door!” 

And Sarah Finley added: “Oh my 
god, a school boy. What is this 
world coming to? I hope he’s OK.” 

The knifing took place away from 
the school’s boundaries and out¬ 
side of teaching times. 

Anyone who witnessed the inci¬ 
dent, or anyone with information 
about the stabbing, is asked to 
contact Bedfordshire Police on 
101 . 


Men plotting to join IS are sentenced 


A MAN and his nephew 
have been jailed for plot¬ 
ting to travel to Syria and 
join Islamic State. 

Junead Khan, 25, of 
Marlow Avenue, Luton, 
was given a life sentence 
while Shazib Khan, 23, of 
Vestry Close, Luton, was 
locked up for 12 years for 
plotting to travel to the 


country and fight with the 
terrorist group. 

Junead Khan will also 
serve eight years concur¬ 
rently for a separate 
charge of preparing ter¬ 
rorist attacks. 

The plot was a staged 
car accident to draw US 
soldiers out of their cars, 
before attacking them 


with knives or detonating 
a homemade bomb. 

Commander Dean 
Haydon, head of the Met’s 
Counter Terrorism 
Command said officers 
‘raked through thousands 
of text messages and 
computer files’ to prove 
the plans. 

The duo were arrested 


on July 14 last year, and 
sentenced at Kingston 
Crown Court yesterday. 

Officers from the Prevent 
programme - which aims 
to tackle radicalisation - 
had tried to steer Junead 
Khan away from his 
extreme views.

Workshop aims to prevent 
children being radicalised

A SECURITY minister witnessed 
first hand how work is being done 
to prevent young people being 
radicalised in Luton. 

John Hayes MP visited Luton for 
the first time to witness how the 
‘Prevent’ programme is identify¬ 
ing young people who may per¬ 
haps be at risk of extremism. 

The minister met a range of pro¬ 
fessionals who spoke about suc¬ 
cessful work being carried out by 
the council and its multi-agency 


partners to identify, protect and 
support vulnerable people who 
may be at risk of being targeted. 

It also holds various educational 
workshops with schools, and Mr 
Hayes got to sit in on a session 
with pupils from Ashcroft and 
Cardinal Newman High Schools. 

The session, delivered by Imam 
Irfan Chishti MBE and Dave 
Allport from Me and You 
Education, covered a number of 
topics ranging from internet safe¬ 
ty and personal identity, to the 
importance of respecting and 
understanding different cultures. 


But with news earlier this month 
that 21-year-old Luton man 
Mubashir Jamil was charged with 
terrorism offences after attempt¬ 
ing to travel to Syria, it is clear 
there is still work to be done. 

Mr Hayes told Luton on Sunday : 
“We face an unprecedented kind 
of threat, and we’re conscious of 
the work we need to do. 

“The absolute certain thing is 
though that there is a strong spirit 
in Luton not just to recognise it 
but do something about it. And 
Prevent is about safeguarding 
young people from that threat.”

Club concerns at 
future for centre

CONCERNED members of 
community clubs have 
sought assurances from 
council leaders over the 
future of their local centres. 

Members of Sundon Park 
Art Club and Futures 50+ 
Club, which use the Futures 
House centre in Marsh Farm, 
are worried they may have to 
move out of the premises. 

It comes as Luton Borough 
Council aims to cut costs fol¬ 
lowing a reduction in grants 
from the government. 

The council is currently out 
meeting members of the pub¬ 


lic who would be affected by a 
consultation which focusses 
on the future of five commu¬ 
nity centres. 

Those in Limbury and Park 
Town are likely to exclusively 
focus on childrens’ centres, 
while local communities will 
be offered the chance to run 
centres in Raynham Way and 
Bushmead. 

The council is aiming to 
hand over control of Futures 
House in Marsh Farm over to 
the charity which it currently 
leases the building from - 
Marsh Farm Futures. 

But users are worried over 
the impact it may have on 
their clubs. 


Peter Brown, 81, manager of 
the Sundon Park Arts Club, 
said: “We have been here for 
the last three years, and it’s 
been fantastic - it’s ideal for 
the club and you cannot fault 
the building or staff. 

“I don’t think we’d be able to 
find anywhere else like here, 
so there is concern that we 
would have to move out.” 

Maureen Waterworth, 78, is 
a member of the Futures 50+ 
Club, and said: “A large num¬ 
ber of people in the group 
would also struggle to get to 
anywhere else.” 

The consultation remains 
open for residents to submit 
their views until June 24. 


Toilets used for ‘sexual activity’ to be bulldozed 


PUBLIC toilets used 
for ‘sexual activity’ 
opposite a primary 
school are to be 
demolished 
A planning appli¬ 
cation from Luton 
Borough Council to 
rip down the toilets -

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Cops criticised over 
cell drug death errors

A ‘BRIGHT, ambitious and 
compassionate’ man who 
died after taking a drug 
overdose in his police cell 
may have still been alive if it 
wasn’t for ‘clear errors and 
omissions’ by police. 

Istiak Yusuf, 25, was discov¬ 
ered unconscious in his cell 
just hours after arriving at 
Luton Police Station in June 
last year after being arrested 
on suspicion of assault. 

He had taken cocaine and 
ecstacy despite being 
searched by officers from 
Bedfordshire Police. 

On Tuesday, a jury at an 
inquest into his death found 
police checks on Mr Yusuf 
were ‘inadequate’, the train¬ 
ing of detention officers was 
unsatisfactory and the 
22-second search carried out 
by officers could have been 
more ‘thorough’. 

Coroner Tom Osborne said 
he would write to Chief 
Constable Jon Boutcher with 
the jury’s findings in a bid to 
make sure lessons are 
learned from the death. 



POLICE ERRORS: Istiak Yusuf 


Speaking on behalf of the 
family, Dwight Hubert- 
Smiley, Istiak’s father in law, 
told of the family’s heartache 
at losing a ‘loving son and 
amazing father’. 

He said: “We welcome the 
jury’s conclusion but we feel 
that if the police had carried 
out their duty of care he 
would still be here with us. 
We will miss him greatly.” 

Mr Yusuf died as a result of 
cocaine, MDMA and alcohol 
toxicity, Ampthill Coroner’s 


Court heard. But the jury 
said errors on behalf of 
Bedfordshire Police may 
have contributed to his 
death. 

The foreman of the jury 
said: “A strip search may 
have discovered the drugs 
Mr Yusuf was able to take 
into his cell. There were clear 
errors and omissions in the 
way cell checks were...car¬ 
ried out.” 

Eight officers from 
Bedfordshire Police were 
served with misconduct 
notices following Mr Yusuf’s 
death. Two police officers 
have now been disciplined 
and two detention officers 
found guilty of misconduct. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission 
published the main findings 
of its report after the jury’s 
verdict, confirming cell 
checks were inadequate. 

Deputy Chief Constable of 
Bedfordshire Police, Mark 
Collins, said the force had 
‘taken learning from this sad 
death’ and taken action to 
review procedures. 

The full IPCC report will be 
published in due course.

Pamela Birch 


The history of a borough 

In the second of her two-part 
blog Pamela Birch, service 
manager for Bedfordshire 
Archives and Records Service, 
looks back on Luton’s 140 
years as a borough. 

In her final entry she looks at 
how Luton’s expansion affect¬ 
ed schools... 



IN last week’s blog we 
looked at how more indus¬ 
tries were brought into the 
town to prevent it being too 
reliant on the hat industry. 

More jobs brought more 
people, and more children 
meant the need for more 
schools - the schools were 
built, changed and adapted 
to try to keep up with 
demand. 

Luton Borough retained 
control over infant and junior 
schools when the County 
Council took control of high 
schools in 1903 and this 
rather odd situation contin¬ 
ued until the 1940s. 

Moving and building 
schools did not always go 
smoothly and some of the 
school log books tell of the 
lack of equipment, desks too 
big or too small and class¬ 
rooms not finished. 

This was nothing new, in 
April 1874 as the headmas¬ 
ter of Langley Street, the 
first board school in Luton 
lamented. 

‘A long way from being in a 
fit condition to enter upon, 
workmen were all over the 
place and the teachers had 
to stand on one side to let 
the woman scrub the floor 
under their feet; and then 
stand on the damp floor 
highly endangering their 
health’. 

Knowledge was not just 
given to the children, evening 
schools and weekend 
schools were established to 
teach adults. 

The town also had a library 
by 1883 and later a museum 
was added to the places 
where knowledge could be 
sought. 

Industry continued to flour¬ 


ish and in times when other 
areas were hit by slumps the 
town offered a new hope to 
people who were able to 
move. 

The Scots, Welsh and Irish 
were followed by the 
commonwealth - some of 
these communities have 
recorded their experiences 
through oral history projects 
such as Luton Voices and 
Jamaican Voices. 

The borough continued to 
look forward and looked to 
modernise the town centre 
with a new shopping experi¬ 
ence - the Arndale Centre. 

In 1964 the borough 
become a county borough, 
which enabled it to take 
control of those things 
previously the preserve of 
Bedfordshire County Council. 

However ten years later 
county boroughs were abol¬ 
ished and Luton lost more of 
its independence than ever 
to the County Council. 

The two tier system lasted 
until 1997 when Luton again 
found independence, this 
time as a unitary council. 

Without doubt in the last 
140 years the town has 
moved away from its coun¬ 
tryside roots and due to the 
size and diversity of its pop¬ 
ulation has not always felt at 
home in the surroundings of 
rural Bedfordshire. 

However it is to be hoped 
that the town will always 
value the links with the rural 
villages.

Clearing up traveller 
sites has cost £250k

COUNCIL leader Hazel 
Simmons has admitted the 
authority is struggling to 
find a solution to problems 
caused by travellers in the 
area - after it emerged it 
spent nearly £250,000 clear¬ 
ing up after them in the last 
five years. 

Camps of travellers have 
regularly pitched up in Luton 
over the last few years, with 
the community complaining 
that a permanent site needs 
to be built for them. 

But since 2011 Luton 
Borough Council has had to 
fork out hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds both moving 
the travellers on and clearing 
rubbish left behind. 

For Councillor Simmons, 
it’s a recurring problem that 
the authority is trying its best 
to get to the root of. 

She told Luton on Sunday: “I 
have been dealing with trav¬ 
ellers for 15 years now in 
Luton and it’s a problem we 
can’t seem to find a solution 
for. 

“We have spent thousands 
of pounds, particularly on 
parks and open land and try¬ 
ing to stop access to it.” 


The total cost to the council 
has been £243,844 since the 
2011/12 financial year. 

Of this, £83,000 has been 
spent on clearing up and 
repairing areas that have 
been left vacated by the trav¬ 
ellers, with the rest used on 
enforcement such as bailiffs. 

Recently more than 20 cara¬ 
vans set up in Leagrave Park, 
and big numbers were also 
reported on Newlands Road 
this week. 

Councillor Simmons added 


that the public is fed up of 
picking up the bill for travel¬ 
lers. 

She said: “It would not be so 
bad if they cleared up their 
rubbish. We tried to provide 
skips and rubbish bags years 
ago but they got trashed. 

“Not all travellers are the 
same, but most don’t seem to 
clear up after themselves and 
the public purse is picking up 
the costs all the time - and 
they are really angry about 
it.”

‘Horror’ machete 
attack on cousin

A MAN who was attacked by 
relatives with a machete in a 
family feud told a court he 
‘thanked god' to be alive. 

Amsud Ayub, 30, and his 
nephew Fahad Ayub, 21, 
launched an assault on 
Waheed Islam because of a 
family dispute over the sale of 
land in Pakistan, for which 
Amsud Ayub felt Mr Islam 
owed him money for. 

The attack landed them a 
two-and-a-half-year jail sen¬ 


tence on Tuesday May 3 at 
Luton Crown Court. 

Mr Islam, who is Amsud 
Ayub’s cousin, was attacked 
by the duo outside a chicken 
shop in Bishopscote Road on 
November 5 last year. 

The court heard that Amsud 
Ayub hit Mr Islam four or five 
times with a two-foot long 
machete - while Fahad hit 
him on the back of the head 
with a baseball bat. 

Amsud is said to have shout¬ 
ed: “Hit him! Kill him now!” 

Miraculously Mr Islam only 
suffered cuts and swelling, 


and said in a victim impact 
statement: “I am left upset, 
shocked and hurt. Thank God 
I am still alive. I believe they 
wanted to kill me.” But he 
said as a Muslim he would 
‘forgive’ his family members 
for the attack. 

Amsud Ayub, of St Ives 
Close, Luton and Fahad Ayub, 
of St Michael’s Crescent, 
Luton, pleaded guilty to caus¬ 
ing grievous bodily harm and 
damaging a car. 

Jailing them, Judge Philip 
Bartle QC said the attack was 
‘a truly terrifying experience’.

Union pleased at 
academy u-turn

THE Luton branch of the National Union of 
Teachers (NUT) has said a government 
u-turn on forcing schools to become acade¬ 
mies is testament to the efforts of local 
campaigners. 

Education Secretary Nicky Morgan has 
announced that plans to force all schools to 
become academies by 2022 would be 
scrapped. 

Luton on Sunday exclusively reported that 
the town’s borough council was one of the 
first to formally object to the scheme. 

Now that plans have been dropped, the 
news was welcomed by Dave Mingay, the 
assistant secretary of the NUT’s Luton 
branch, who said: “This is a huge government 


climb-down and is a testament to the 
campaigning of teachers and parents in 
Luton and beyond. 

“Within a week of the White Paper being 
published demonstrations occurred in Luton 
organised by NUT members and these were 
mirrored across the country.” 

But Mr Mingay has continued to pour scorn 
on proposals that could still see a trigger 
conversion of all schools to academies if a 
local authority ‘consistently fails to meet a 
minimum performance threshold across its 
schools’. 

Mrs Morgan said: “I am reaffirming our 
determination to see all schools to become 
academies. However, having listened to the 
feedback from parliamentary colleagues and 
the education sector we will now change the 
path to reaching that goal.”

Nurses 
of poor 


are sick 
pay rate 

JENNA HUTBER speaks to Luton and 
Dunstable nurses about why thousands of 
their colleagues are demanding better pay 
- and the future of the NHS if the 
government doesn’t improve conditions 


SINCE the advent of modern 
nursing, widely considered 
to have begun with Florence 
Nightingale, nurses have 
had to fight for recognition. 

The profession has come a 
long way since doctors on 
the frontline of the 19th cen¬ 
tury Crimean war turned 
their noses up at 
Nightingale’s team of pio¬ 
neering military nurses. 

Students undergo rigorous 
training, run clinics and are 
increasingly becoming a 
first point of contact for spe¬ 
cialist 

hospital outpatients. I 
remember being taken 
aback by the sheer range 
and volume of duties nurses 
took on at the hospital 
where I worked as an 
administrator during my 
long student summers. 

Last week the Royal 
College of Nurses’ (RCN) 
Eastern branch wrote an 
open letter, signed by 37 
nurses, slamming a one per 
cent pay rise as ‘insulting’ 
and calling on the public to 
support the Nursing Counts 
campaign for fair pay. 

The letter stated that the 
increase still leaves pay ‘at 


least 14 per cent behind the 
cost of living’ compared to 
2010. To make matters 
worse, changes to National 
Insurance arrangements on 
pensions mean that for 
some nurses the pay rise 
will be wiped out before it 
even hits their pay packets. 

The open letter reads: 
‘Nurses are understandably 
upset about how we have 
been treated and what the 
constant attacks on the pro¬ 
fession say about how we are 
valued. We are calling on 
the public to support the 
campaign for fair pay for all 
nursing staff. 

‘Even as the Conservative 
government continues to 
assault our professionalism 
and damage nursing with 
staff cuts, attacks to student 


bursaries and years of pay 
restraint we have sought to 
protect those who rely on us 
- our patients’.’ 

Michael Oyeleye, 45, who 
works as a senior adult med¬ 
icine nurse at Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital and 
interned at Bedford 
Hospital, said he has been 
forced to take on agency 
work in addition to his own 
work to make ends meet. 

“It is an expensive area to 
live, the cost of living is very 
high,” he said. “And I have 
three children - they are 
always asking for money for 
school trips and other 
things. It is continuous. It 
never stops. I love my job, 
but I am thinking about 
going a different way 
because I have a family to

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UNDERVALUED: Nurses 
are speaking up over 
pay and working 
conditions 



support. Almost all of my 
colleagues feel the same. If 
things do not change, nurses 
will leave the NHS. 

“Nurses have passion for 
the 

profession and that’s why I 
have stayed for so long. Days 
are very busy - the workload 
is ridiculous and we work all 
hours. The reality is you’re 
doing the work of two people 
almost every shift because 
of staff shortages and it is 
unsafe for patients. 

“I want to take the time to 
care and take pride in my 
work but we can’t always 


offer the high level of service 
patients expect when we are 
so overstretched. The pay 
does not reflect the standard 
of the work nurses carry out. 
I feel I am undervalued.” 

Karen Webb, RCN Eastern 
region director, said: “The 
letter helps demonstrate the 
strength of feeling among 
nurses in our region about 
the attacks on our profession 
and their frustration that 
their contribution to the 
NHS and dedication to their 
patients is not reflected in 
fair pay. 

“These nurses are among a 


nursing workforce providing 
24-hour care in our hospital; 
and communities, in inten¬ 
sive care and A&E, in mental 
health and paediatrics. 

“We hope the public will 
support our efforts to have 
their work 

recognised through fair pay 
and conditions. Nursing 
staff will always put their 
patients first. The govern¬ 
ment must now show that it 
values nurses as much as 
patients do.”

Starting in 1977, the Merseyside team 
dominated Europe and won its premier tro¬ 
phy (now known as the Champions 
League) four times in less than a decade.

THERE are artistic connections 
in abundance at this medieval 
pile which has inspired writers, 
poets, musicians and painters. 

Winnie the Pooh creator AA 
Milne was a guest during the 
1920s and loved the view of the 
ponds in its natural gardens and 
woodland, which boast a 
1,000-year-old yew tree. 

Percy Bysshe Shelley’s family 
lived here from 1740, and the 
romantic poet stayed in the 
house as a boy. It’s thought he 
once owned it before losing his 
inheritance for being expelled 
from University College, Oxford, 
after eloping with a 16-year-old. 

John Constable was also 
inspired by the grounds, 
reputedly incorporating part of 
the garden in a painting, while 
the cellist Beatrice Harrison sat 
in the woods playing to 
nightingales during the Second 
World War, and recording it for 
BBC radio. 

Surrey’s oldest remaining hall 
house dates back to 1275 and its 
first owner was Thomas de 
Wolburgh, Lord of Nutfield in 


THE creator of TV comedy

Director Peter Kosminsky 
warned that Government plans 
to shake-up the BBC would 
mean no more productions like 
the award-winning Tudor 
six-parter.

Wolsey was arrested and 
accused of treason in 1530, but 
died on his way to face trial. 

Before his meteoric rise to 
power, and ignominious 
downfall, Wolsey was the 
parish priest at St Mary’s 
Church in Limington, 
Somerset, acquiring an early 
reputation for controversy; 
after a rowdy display at the 
local fair, the sheriff put him in 
the stocks.

Nissan Pulsar 



Take a look inside...

REMEMBER the Nissan Almera? 
No, not many people do. 

Well, it was a perfectly 
acceptable - if rather dull - family 
hatchback and it didn’t quite 
catch the public’s eye. 

It’s been gone a full decade 
now and since then Nissan has 
had a runaway success with the 
Qashqai crossover. 

But not everyone needs or 
wants an SUV lookalike or a 
people carrier and there’s living 
proof the hatchback sector is 
alive and kicking. . .witness the 
success of the Focus, Golf and 
Astra. 

So Nissan two years ago made 
a bold return to the fold with the 
five-door Pulsar which uses the 
same engines and much of the 
running gear as the Qashqai. 

Two petrol versions are 
available-a 1.2-litre I I3bhp 
economy model and a 1.6-litre 
188bhp, sporty model. 

Then there’s the 1.5-litre turbo 
diesel which with 108bhp and a 
useful amount of torque is the 
car to appeal to families and fleet 
users alike for its zero road tax 
and high economy. 

It was this model, in top line 
Teknatrim, that I drove. 

Even the entry version gets 
five-inch colour screen, cruise 


control and air con. 

By the time you are up to 
Tekna level the compact, but 
rather upright standing Pulsar 
has such treats as heated 
mirrors, leather upholstery, 
heated front seats, surround 
camera system and lane 
departure warning. 

Deceptively roomy within the 
cabin, the Pulsar is well finished 
with high quality trim, an 
attractive but practical facia and 
plenty of family-friendly storage 
places. 

If you are expecting a comfort¬ 
able car but not a sporty one, 
then you will be quite happy.

The six-speed gearbox is 
reasonably light but the change 
has a long-throw action. 

Gear ratios are relatively high 
which benefits quiet, relaxed 
cruising but means inclines 
may force you to change down 
earlier than normal. 

Roomy, comfortable and 
unusually frugal, the Pulsar is a 
talented alternative to the 
obvious hatchback clan options.

Who’d be a manager 
after week like this? 



THIS was a week in football 
where the so-called 
managerial merry-go-round 
spun like a propeller, with 
six clubs going through a 
change at the top. 

It began last Friday when 
Cardiff announced that 
Russell Slade would be 
moved ‘upstairs’ to a new 
role as head of football and 
continued the following day 
when lose Riga not surpris¬ 
ingly jumped from the sink¬ 
ing ship that is Charlton. 

But it is since this past 
Thursday where things really 
went into overdrive, with 


Sheffield United kicking 
things off by sacking Nigel 
Adkins. 

Within hours, the Blades 
were given permission by 
Northampton to speak to 
Chris Wilder, who had 
helped the Cobblers storm 
away with the League Two 
title this season. 

In one moment, one vacan¬ 
cy was filled and another cre¬ 
ated and it wasn’t long until 
the Premier League decided 
to muscle its way back into 
the headlines with two dif¬ 
ferent kinds of dismissals. 

They were both expected 
however with Roberto 
Martinez punished for man¬ 
aging to take a talented 
Everton side into the bottom 
half of the table. His fellow 
Spaniard Quique Sanchez 
Flores was then punished for 
becoming the first manager 
to successfully keep Watford 
in the Premier League. 

Let’s focus on that last one, 


as there are probably a few 
Luton fans around the coun¬ 
ty that would enjoy seeing 
that decision by the Pozzo 
family come back to haunt 
them. 

Whoever replaces Flores 
will be the Hornets sixth 
manager in two years and 
what they’ve achieved in that 
time (promotion, FA Cup 
semi-final) goes against 
conventional wisdom. 

Normally, clubs with that 
level of managerial turnover 
only go in one direction 
(hello Charlton, Leeds etc) 
and surely we’ve reached the 
point where the Hatters’ not- 
so-nearest and dearest rivals 
are pushing their luck? 

They were fortunate enough 
to hire a manager that had 
previously won the Europa 
League with Atletico Madrid 
in 2010 last summer, but how 
many of that calibre would 
now take on a job that has no 
long-term guarantees even in 


the event of success? Another 
of those changes indirectly 
affects this reporter, as I’ve 
regularly had the chance to 
talk to Wilder in covering 
Northampton for one of this 
paper’s sister titles. 

Witnessing his ‘get the 
bleeding deal done’ speech 
after the Cobblers’ win at 
Notts County back in 
November before Kelvin 
Thomas’ takeover of the club 
was one of my highlights of 
the season. 

Wilder is a thoroughly 
decent and honest man and 
it’s a mark of his popularity at 
Sixfields that there was no 
resentment on him leaving to 
take the job on at the club 
he’s supported all his life. 

But this has been a week 
that might make players 
think again before they 
consider going into manage¬ 
ment when the merry-go- 
round spits you out as often 
as it does.

GEORGE Thurstance struck a magnificent cen¬ 
tury as Bedfordshire qualified for the quarter 
finals of the Unicorns Knockout Trophy with a 
comfortable victory over Wiltshire last Sunday. 

Following previous wins over Suffolk and 
Buckinghamshire, it is now three out of three 
for Beds, who could top Group Four if they were 
to maintain their 100 per cent record against 
Hertfordshire in Harpenden later on today. 

Thurstance smashed 101 off 107 balls at 
Dunstable, including 12 fours and two sixes, as 
the hosts posted a healthy 275-7 off their 50 
overs with captain Andy Reynoldson contribut¬ 
ing 61. 

England spinner Monty Panesar featured 
again for Bedfordshire as he continues his 
return to fitness, but he was to go wicket-less 
this time as Reynoldson starred with the ball in 
taking 4-52. 

This, plus three wickets from seamer Dean 
Bryce, ensured Wiltshire fell short of their tar¬ 
get, with Tahir Afridi’s swashbuckling 66 not 
out off just 42 balls coming too late for them. 

Bedfordshire won the toss and chose to bat, 
but they didn’t get off to the easiest of starts as 
openers Luke Thomas (13) and Ben Howgego 
(25) were dismissed by Andy Carroll and Afridi 
respectively. 

This left the hosts on 43-2, but an excellent 
third-wicket stand of 92 between Charlie 
Thurston and Thurstance helped them into a 
strong position before the former fell on 32 


when he was bowled by Afridi. Thurstance, who 
had gone cheaply as an opener in his last two 
games, was now batting at four and went past 
his previous best Trophy score of 68 (v 
Cambridgeshire in 2014) on his way to complet¬ 
ing his ton off 106 balls. 

He then holed out to Carroll off the bowling of 
Joe King, but Reynoldson was to keep them 
ticking along before he became one of three 
wickets to fall in the last two overs, along with 
Callum Berrill (17) and wicketkeeper Nick 
Barden (7). 

With Wiltshire chasing 276, Bryce struck 
twice in the fourth over by removing David Cope 
(7) and Ed Young within the space of four balls. 
The top order continued to be blown away as 
Thomas Morton was bowled by Colin Griggs for 
just seven before Bryce had Jacob Lintott (5) 
caught behind to reduce Wiltshire to 28-4. 

But a partnership of 102 for the fourth wicket 
between Michael Coles and former Hampshire 
and Somerset wicketkeeper Michael Bates 
looked to be reviving their hopes. 

Reynoldson broke this pairing up when he 
trapped Coles Ibw for 59 and Bates followed in 
the skipper’s next over four runs short of his 
half-century when he was caught by Thurston. 

The same bowler then accounted for Billy 
Cookson and Jake Roberts and Wiltshire were 
on the brink of being bowled out when Carroll 
became Thurstance’s first victim. 

Afridi’s late onslaught ensured the visitors 
batted out the remainder of their overs, but it 
wasn’t enough to put Bedfordshire under any 
real pressure.

LONG-SERVING duo Jake Howells 
and Alex Lawless are among the play¬ 
ers that were released by Luton Town 
after the conclusion of the 2015/16 
season. 

As announced by managing director 
Gary Sweet in his programme notes 
before last Saturday’s match with 
Exeter, Paul Benson and Scott Griffiths 
will also be departing the Hatters. 

Ryan Hall, Isaac Galliford, Mark 
Onyemah, Luke Trotman and Curtley 
Williams will be the other players to 
depart when their contracts with the 
club expire on 30 June. 

New deals have been offered to Zane 
Banton and Pelly Ruddock Mpanzu, 
but contracted players Mark O’Brien, 
Magnus Okuonghae and Matthew 
Robinson have been placed on the 
transfer list. 

This summer will see the end of 
Hatters careers for two players, in 
Howells and Lawless, who have 
amassed 537 appearances between 
them. 

Howells played 334 times for Luton 
after making his debut for them aged 
17 against Huddersfield Town on the 
final day of the 2007/08 season, having 
come through the club’s academy. 


The midfielder scored 31 goals and 
was also capped by England C and 
Wales U21s during his time at 
Kenilworth Road. 

Howells took to Twitter to make clear 
his disappointment at being released, 
saying: “Feel a bit disrespected after 
how long I’ve been with the club and 
been so loyal with them through 
minus points, relegations and admin¬ 
istration that they have left it until the 
last day to tell me I won’t be getting my 
contract renewed. 

“Shame to end that way, also didn’t 
get a chance to say goodbye and show 
my appreciation for all the years. Can’t 
thank the fans enough for supporting 
me since day one.” 

The 25-year-old looked destined to 
leave last summer when he turned 
down a new contract and had a loan 
spell at Yeovil last autumn while he 
was frozen out of the first team pic¬ 
ture, before forcing his way back in 
after the departure of former manager 
John Still. 

Lawless, 31, signed for Town from 
York in the summer of 2010 and went 
on to make 203 appearances, scoring 
22 goals, including a memorable win¬ 
ner against Wolves during the Hatters’ 
FA Cup run in the 2012/13 season. 

Both players featured for Luton in 
their Conference play-off final defeats 
in 2011 and 2012 before they finally 
helped the club to win promotion back 
to the Football League in 2013/14.
